lefs apt to foften than the rock; and as infenfidle 
as death muft have been that man who could 
have perceived, without emotion, a lovely female 
wathing with the sears waich flowed from eyes 
that were before accutiomed to captivate by the 
brilliancy of their glances, the feet of her admi- 
red Saviour, anointing them with precious oint- 
ment, and with fragrant oil, and wiping them 
dry with the dithevelied treffes of her hair, which 
we may imagine to have flowed, in thick and co- 
pious ringlets, to her wailt, fince they materially 
aflifted her in the performance of this refpedtful 
ceremony :-—A ceremony the more impreflive and 
efficacious, as it was accompanied by frequent 
and (let the {cripture bear us out in aling fuch an 
epithet) moft welcome-kiffes ! 


Another ftriking proof that Curift was in the 
general habit of conceiving that kiffes had their 
virtue, without one bafe alloy, is, that he folpect- 
ed no predetermined injary under the apparent 
tenderne(s of a traitor; but exclaimed, after the 
difcovery of his perfidy, with aftonifiment :— 
‘« Judas! Betrayeft thou the Son of Man witha 
kifs ?”’ 

Of the appeafing qualities of a kifs, the 
pfalmett feems perfectly fenfible, when be recom- 
mends this fovereign preventative, ‘‘ Kifs the Son 
left he be angry; and ye perifh from the way 
when his wrath is kindled.” 

With how divine an energy does this infpired 
writer, meaning to reprefent the indifloluble uni- 
on of the unfullied rectitude of the heart with one 
of its concomitant felicities, oblerve that: 
‘* Righteoufaefs and peace have kifled eac 
other !”’ : 


Laban, alfo, is recorded as having placed no 
inconfiderable eftimation upon kiffes. Upbraid- 
ing Jacob ior his fudden departure, he mentions 
as the moft painful refult of it, the lofs of the 
opportunity of kifling: ‘* Thou haft not fuffered 
me to kifs my fons and my daughters.”’ 

On the moft folemn occafions, likewile, has 
this ceremony of kifling occurred. We learn 
that ‘* Samuel took a vial of of], and poured it 
upon the head of Saul, and kiffed him, and faid, 
Is icnot becaufe the Lord hath anointed thee to 
be captain over his inheritance !”’ 

Although Solomon, the wiicit of all mortals, 
has, without any diminution of bis pre-eminent 
underftanding, claffled fome kifles under a moft 
nefarious fyftem,; declaring that ‘‘ the kifles of 
an enemy are deceitful ;”” and remarking, of an 
harlot, that ‘* She caught the youth and kiffed 
him, with an impodentaigge ;” yet he emphati- 
cally adverts to the falate which matt be offered 
to all who prove unerring with re{pect to the ap- 
plication of their diftinguifhed talents. ‘* Every 
man fhall kifs the lips of him that giveth a right 
an{wer.’” 

All thefe paffages, plead, with the irrefiftible 
eloquence of holy writ, in fapport of the amiable 
precept which is the fubje&t of this difcourfe : and, 
therefore, may each of us, according to our dif- 
ferent capacities, imitate the enchanting example 
of the diftinguifhed patriarch Jacob, and the
